said yesterday afternoon that the 
United States Lines' application 
for the transfer was granted, the 
commission held an evening meet- 
ing and announced at midnight 
that it was deferring action. 


The ships consist of all but two 


of those used in transatlantic serv- 
ive by the United States lines. If 
the application is approved, they 
would be transferred to a Pana- 
manian corporation, would'fly the 
Panama flag, and would have no 
American citizens in their crews. 


"The proposed transfer would 
divorce the ships involved from 
any and all-protection afforded by 
the United States flag," said a 
commission statement. 


No Diplomatic Protection 


"Any favorable-action would be 


taken by the maritime commission 
only upon the definite understand- 
ing that operations of the vessels 
in question can in no way involve 
the rights of diplomatic protection 
by the United States or be made 
the basis of any claim put forward 
by the government of the United 
States." 
| 
The commission explained that 


the ships could not carry any 
Americans eather as passengers or 
crew in the'combat areas defined 
by President Roosevelt. These ex- 
tend eastward from mid-Atlantic 
around the British Isles and all 
western Europe from Bergen, Nor- 
way, to northern Spain. 


Should the ships ever be re- 


turned to United States registry, 
the commission added, they could 
not enter coastwise or. inter- 
coastal service. The nine vessels 
are the American Shipper, Amer- 
ican Banker, American Trader, 
American Traveler, A m e r i c a n 
Farmer, American Importer, Amer- 
ican Merchant, the President Hard- 
ing and the President Roosevelt. 


All are owned outright by the 


United States Lines. 
The United States Lines' two 
largest ships—the Manhattan and 
the Washington — will remain 
under the American flag, probably 
in Latin-American service. 


Union Takes Objection 


Joseph Curran, president of the

When the Soviets were born 


out of the Bolshevist revolution 
in Russia, they immediately creat- 
ed the International, or Comin- 
tern, as the "general staff of the 
world revolution." 


It was hoped that a general re- 


volt of the masses in all countries 
could be brought about as the re- 
sult of the bad conditions result- 
ing from the World War. That 
was the milk the infant Soviets 
got their start on. 


The Bolshevists strained every 


nerve to swing the world with 
them. They even sold imperial 
crown-jewels and other priceless 
relics and used for work abroad 
money which they desperately 
needed at home. 


Some revolutions indeed were 


set going, but the scheme as a 
whole 
failed. 
However, 
the 


Comintern kept its fires burning.' 


When Stalin came to power in 


1924 he decided on a radical 
change in policy. His program 
was to make Soviet Russia a 
mighty power first, and let the 
world revolution wait until a 
favorable opportunity arose. This 
he proceeded to put into effect 


Then along in 1935 began the 


period of "what's yours is mine" 
in Europe and the Far East The 
far-sighted 
Stalin 
foresaw 
a 


period of strife approaching, and 
the Comintern executives decided 
that this would give them the op- 
portunity they needed. 


It was decided to drop the slo- 


gan of "world revolution" and 
substitute that of "peace." 


The idea was to pit the forces 


of peace and vrar in the various 
disturbed countries against each 
other in an effort to cause civil 
strife. 


Out of this mazing situation 


would come the equivalent of the 
world revolution, and Communism 
would be extended to the four 
corners of the earth.

U. S. Ready to 
Run Down Spies 


Never Before Was Nation 
So Well Papered, S.y 
Murphy and Hoover. 


WASHINGTOK.-Never before has 


the United StatM been so well pre- 
pared to combat the activities of 
foreifn agent* and saboteur*, At- 
torney General Murphy and J. Ed- 
far Hoover, director of the federal 
bureau of investigation, asserted be- 
fore 36 graduate* of the National 
Police acadamy. 


Both speakers warned of »he vigi- 


lance of tie department of Justice, 
but both asserted that detection and 
punishment of spies* would be char- 
acterized by no irresponsible witch 
hunts. 


Governor Stark of Missouri, who 


made 
the 
graduation 
address, 


praised the FBI as the "first line of 
defense against the foreign spies." 
The governor also lauded Mr. Hoo- 
ver for changing the "focal point of 
criminal investigation from the third 
degree room to the laboratory" and 
for deciding that the "test tube is 
mightier than the rubber hose." 


Mrrphy Ban Any Hysteria. 


"There was a lack of preparation 


In 1917, but ws are prepared today," 
Attorney General Murphy stated. 
"But we will not act on the basis 
of hysteria. We are just as anxious 
to protect the rights of our own citi- 
zens as to see that those who attack 
the United States do not go un- 
whipped of justice. 


"Twenty years ago inhuman and 


cruel things were done in the name 
of justice; sometimes vigilantes and 
others took over the work. We do 
not want such things done today, 
for the work has now been localized 
in the FBI." 


Assailing the "termites" who 


were seeking to undermine Ameri- 
can ideas, Mr. Hoover said: 


"It is known that many foreign 


agents roam at will in a nation 
which loves peace and hates war, a 
country which has proclaimed neu- 
trality in a strife-torn world. At 
this moment lecherous enemies of 
American society are seeking to pol- 
lute our atmosphere of freedom and 
liberty. They are our foes. Before 
them we will not capitulate. 


"There are 
even native-born 


American citizens as well as aliens 
who have sold their birthright for 
less than the proverbial 'mess of 
pottage.' 


Safer Than Ever. 
' 


"But the nation is safer from spies 


and saboteurs than it has been in 
time of war raging on any conti- 
nent. It is far better prepared to 
deal with these matters than in the 
past Let there be no hysteria, no 
unbridled trampling upon the rights 
of innocent persons; in short, let 
there be intelligent, sane, common- 
sense action instead of wild fantas- 
tic witch hunts. Let us seek re- 
sults and not headlines." 


While the United States wishes to 


remain at peace with the world, cer- 
tain foreign powers long ago "de- 
clared war on the American way of 
life," Governor Stark asserted. 


"Foreign agents who long were 


looked upon as harmless soapbox 
agitators are, in reality, dangerous 
enemies of democracy who stand 
ready to serve their alien masters 
as spies and wreckers if called upon 
to do so."

A newspaper columnist, William F. Mo 


Dermolt, discussing a certain type of radio 
excitement or disease, observes: 


"I have nothing but admiration for the 


mental nimbleness of the radio broadcasters 
who report the football games, and I under- 
stand the strain involved in the conditions 
under which they work. Still, some of them 
make me uneasy. 


"I wish they would not report the passage 


of an inflated ball over a field in a tone and 
manner which suggest that they are wit- 
nessing the destruction of the world by fire, 
or the emergence of the sheeted dead from 
their graves in preparation for the last judg- 
ment. There is a doomsday note in their 
\oices which I doubt that the occasion war- 
rants. 


"Manner gets in the way of matter. What 


the listener wishes to know is what is hap- 
pening on the football field. What he often 
gets is an incoherent expression of the an- 
nouncer's excitement." 


The American public, used to noise, seems 


to tolerate this sort of thing, and perhaps 
many listeners really like the excitement. It 
would be regarded as a very strange pro- 
cedure, though, in almost any foreign coun- 
try. An American who listens to sport broad- 
casts in England, for example, is always im- 
pressed by their composure. The tone of 
many of our broadcasts must astonish mil- 
lions of Europeans and Latin-Americans. 


Still more, perhaps, are they astonished by 


the excitement, stress and strain that our 
oroadcasters usually put into their reading 
of the advertisements sandwiched in between 
the news and entertainment programs. This 
is a form of bad manners which Americans 
themselves often resent.

IS THIS WAR? 


France is said to be releasing 100,000 men 


from war service. The older men and those 
with four or more children may go home. 


This looks like big news. It suggests that 


France has a surplus of manpower for the 
present situation. It implies that Hitler's Ger- 
many is not the menace it was lately believed 
to be. that continental FAirope at least is not 
doomed to immediate destruction. 


Such procedure sets observers to wonder- 


ing more than e\er about the nature and 
prospects of this strange war. So far, since 
the conquest of. Poland, it does not look like 
a war at all, but merely millions of men rest- 
ing on their arms. There is a little skirmish- 
ing on the border between France and Ger- 
many, some ships are sunk and there is an 
occasional air fight, but nearly all of this is 
mere sparring. 


Armageddon is marking time. Mars is sit- 


ting in his tent, all dressed up with no place 
10 go. It is evident that none of the powers 
wants to fight. Hitler and his staff seem espe- 
cially unwilling, because they are probably 
realistic enough to think that in a real war 
against the democracies, with the latters1 
vast resources, they would probably be 
licked. And Britain, France and the satellite 
nations that might join them know that any 
real war with modern equipment and meth- 
ods would be terribly destructive to both 
sides. 


"What is going on behind the scenes? Great 


diplomatic activity, no doubt. When will the 
curtain be raised, and on what sort of scene? 
Today the chances of war—a real war— 
might be rated at 50-50.

KEQUIBEMENTS OF T1IE AVIATOR 


In these days when the world is becoming more 


air-minded, and a continent or an ocean can be 
spanned in about half a day, more and more of our 
boys and young men are considering aviation as a 
career. They feel that the professions are crowded 
and that aviation offers an excellent opportunity for 
fame and fortune- 
During the last war I examined many recruits 


for the air service, an examination that differed to 
some extent from that of the other branches of the 
service as to eyesight, hearing, sense ot balance and 
condition of heart and lungs. Today, the physician 
examining recruits for the air service or commer- 
cial service gives an even more searching examina- 
tion.Dr. Samuel E. Brown, M.C., in Rocky Mountain 
Medical Journal, says: 
"In examining an aviation candidate a complete 


history should be obtained. Regardless of physical 
findings a history of the following should be con- 
sidered as disqualification for flying training. 


1. Encephalitis letharica — sleeping sickness—or 


any illness accompanied by diplobia (seeing double), 
and sleepiness, because of the chances of the return 
of the symptoms. 


2. Syphilis, due to the possibility of latent or late 


effects. 
3. Repeated attacks of asthma or hay fever. 
4. Recent attacks of malaria, on account of low- 


er resistance, the uncertainty of a cure, and the 
sudden and extreme changes in temperature en- 
countered in fiying. 


5. Organic heart disease. 
6. Recurrent (occurring from time to time'* at- 


tacks of any form of rheumatism, due to its likeli- 
hood of heart complications. 


7. Paroxysmal tacchycardia (attacks of very ra- 


pid beating of the heart) nuing to the probability 
of having an attack when flying. 


8. Stone in the kidney. 
9. A history of an operation on the mastoid bone 


behind the ear, or a definite history of chronic in- 
flammation of the middle ear, unle>s there has been 
no symptoms for a period of si\ months.

German lubmarine attacks on .er- 
chant ihlpping In the present war 
recalls the lone successful raid on 
United States coastwise shipping in 
the World war. 


The raid occurred July 21, 1918, 


two miles off this Cape Cod town 
and resulted In • loss of $945,000. 


It wai Sunday morning and bath- 


ers were enjoying ; calm, warm 
water*. Otflers lolled or 'he beach, 
«ome watching a tug stead'ly tow- 
ing three barges southward. 


A cry from • sharp-eyed bather 


suddenly drew the attention of all 
on the beach to the tug. 


A black object had risen above 


the surface and the booming of • 
cannon was heard. Binoculars were 
trained on the strange sight off 
shore and spectators quickly identi- 
fied the object as a German sub- 
marine. 


Attacking with determination but 


•without accuracy, the U-boat fired 
three torpedoes—none reaching its 
mark. Its deck gun made an occa- 
sional hit, but one shot was so wide 
that it landed close to the specta- 
tors on shore. 


Escaped in Boats. 


Three women and five children 


were among the 41 persons aboard 
the tug and barges, but they escaped 
harm. During a lull in the attack, 
they escaped to small boats. 


For nearly two hours the subma- 


rine's deck gun rained shells on the 
tug and barges before the craft 
started to founder. 
Shrapnel seri- 


ously wounded Captain Ainslic and 
two crew members, John Botovick 
and John Vitz. 


Vitz's hand was severed by a fly- 


Ing piece of steel, while part of Bot- 
ovick's arm was blown away. 


Word of the attack meantime had
